Rare quake fe/f In Valley 


An earth tremor that shook buildings 


in pan of the Midwest early today was 
felt through the Fox Valley and into 
Northern Wisconsin. 


There were no reports of injuries and 


apparently was little damage from the 
tremor which the National Weather 
Service in Chicago pinpointed at 12:23 
a.m. The National Earthquake Infor- 
mation Center in Boulder, Colo., 
measured the tremor at from 4 to 5 on 
the Richter scale. 


Although the center of the tremor, 


which lasted about 20 seconds, proba- 
bly will not be located until later today, 
a Madison geologist believed it may 
have been somewhere in the northern 
half of Illinois. 


Dr. Robert P. Meyer, a professor of 


geology at the University of Wisconsin 
and former director of the now-defunct 
seismographic station at Baraboo, said 


the tremor was very noticeable in 
Madison. 


Meyer, who was preparing a lecture 


at the time, said he heard what sounded 
like "an electric motor running in the 
kitchen." The sound, which lasted onlv 
about 10 seconds, intensified and then 
"the whole house shook." Meyer's 
family was awakened. 


Meyer told The Post-Crescent he's 


been through earthquakes. He didn't 
realize right away what was happening 
this morning, he admitted. "If it wasn't 
an earthquake, it was a hell of a sonic 
boom," he recalled. 


Reports of buildings shaking, furnU 


ture shifting and dishes rattling came 
from Iowa, Indiana, Northern Illinois 
and parts of Southern and Central 
Wisconsin. 


A south side Chicago woman said her 


mobile home shook "really bad." 


Plaster was shaken loose at homes in 
Mprris, 111., and windows cracked at 
Rockton, near Rockford. 


Meyer said that, based on the 


frequency and intensity of the damage 
being reported, it would seem probable 
that the tremor was centered in 
Northern Illinois. "Look for it 50 to 100 
miles from Madison," he said. 


A quake measured at 5.3 originated 


in Southern Illinois Nov. 9, 1968, was 
felt in 23 states and caused minor 
damage. 


There were scattered reports of Fox 


Valley area residents noticing a mild 
tremor. A Neenah radio station said it 
randomly sampled 30 residents and 
only four felt what they thought might 
have been a tremor. 


Peter Wilson of Des Plaines, 111., and 


Randy Hennig of Green Bay, both 
students at the University of Wiscon- 


sin-Oshkosh, said they were awakened 
by a "quaking feeling." 


Daniel Brandenburg of Marion said 


he awoke thinking there was someone 
in his upstairs bedroom. 


Persons.as far north as Eagle River 


reported feeling the tremor. 


State Atty: Gen. Robert Warren said 


it felt like his wife had put a heavy load 
of clothes in the washing machine. 
Unconcerned, he rolled over and went 
back to sleep, he remarked. 


Prof. Thomas Laudon of the Univer- 


sity of Wisconsin-Oshkosh geology 
department, 
said 
that 
although 


earthquakes are "exceedingly rare" in 
Wisconsin, they can occur anywhere in 
the world. 


Most of the quakes occur in the 


world's mobile belts, where the earth's 
crust is unstable and interior stress is 
greatest. 


Ships hit, 
oil slick 
spreading 


PORTSMOUTH, Va. (AP)— The 


Coast Guard said today a five-mile-long 
oil slick released in the collision of two 
freighters 10 miles off North Carolina 
coast may dissipate before reaching the 
Cape Hatteras National Seashore. 


A spokesman said the 150-foot-wide 


slick was drifting toward the beach 
"very, very slowly." 


The oil began leaking into the Atlantic 


•Thursday afternoon when the bulk 
carrier Republica de Colombia was 
rammed amidships in calm seas by the 
American freighter TransHawaii. 


One man was missing and believed 


dead in the demolished engine room of 
the Republica de Colombia. Four in- 
jured crewmen from the vessel were 
taken by Coast Guard helicopters to a 
hospital in Elizabeth City, N. C. 


At midmorning today, 16 hours after 


the collision, the two ships still were 
locked together by a tangle of wreckage, 
and the Coast Guard said if they were 
separated the Republica de Colombia 
would be in imminent, danger of sinking. 


The ships were drifting northeastward 


and at the last report from a helicopter 
at the scene were about 19 miles nor- 
theast of Cape Hatteras, a Coast Guard 
spokesman said. 


Although the Coast Guard classified 


the oil spill as "major," it said the slow 
drift of the slick and the ocean currents 
off Hatteras made the chances it would 
reach the pristine beaches of Cape 
Hatteras National Seashore "rather un- 
likely at this point." 


"Those are very curious currents out 


there," the Coast Guard spokesman 
said, "and we have great hope the oil 
will dissipate." 


A commercial tug from New York was 


en route to the scene to determine 
whether the two ships could safely be 
separated. But the Coast Guard in- 
dicated a decision might be made before 
the tug's scheduled arrival Saturday. 
Two Coast Guard cutters were standing 
by- 


A Coast Guard boarding party went 


aboard the Republica de Colombia early 
today and found three of the ship's seven 
compartments flooded, the Coast Guard 
said. Most of the water was flowing into 
the stern portion of the vessel. 


"The situation still is that if the ships 


are separated, the Colombia quite likely 
will sink," the Coast Guard said. 


The Colombian ship had been 


evacuated Thursday and her crewmen 
taken aboard the TransHawaii. 


Post-Crescent Laird offers 


aid cut as 
peace lure 
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WASHINGTON (AP) - The Nixon 


administration would be willing to 
end all economic and military aid to 
South Vietnam as part of a negotiated 
settlement of the Vietnam war, says 
Defense Secretary Melvin R. Laird. 


His comment Thursday seemed to 


enlarge upon the most recent con- 
ditions President Nixon outlined for 
a negotiated agreement, but a Pen- 
tagon spokesman said Laird had 
pronounced nothing new. 


North Vietnam has insisted upon an 


end to economic and military aid to 
the S o u t h as a c o n d i t i o n of 
settlement. 


In an interview with Westmghouse 


Broadcasting Co., Laird said that 
South Vietnam would need U.S. 
economic aid for some time if the 
administration's Vietnamization 
program is to succeed. 


However, he went on, if "negotiat- 


ions bring about termination (of the 
war) in a different fashion, then we 
also could negotiate the question of 
military assistance and economic 
assistance at that time." 


He was then asked. "If the North 


Vietnamese, just as a negotiating 
point .., were to insist on a cessation 
of all American involvement including 
aid, we would consider it to be a 
negotiable point?" 


"Of course," the secretary replied 
Laird cited Nixon's proposal Jan. 25 


as "the most far-reaching proposal" 
ever offered, but the President made 
no mention at that time of an end to 
economic aid to the South. 


Laird said Nixon has made it clear 


on a number of occasions that such 
aid would be open to negotiation 
if 


insisted upon by the North Viet- 
namese as a condition for ending 
hostilities. 


Pentagon spokesman Jerry W 


Friedheim said later that everything 
but the issue of U.S. prisoners of war 
has always been open to negotiation 


If the North Vietnamese "are 


willing to accept limitations" on aid 
they receive from other nations, 
particularly military supplies from 
China and the Soviet Union, "then we 
might be willing to accept some 
limitation on what we do for the 
South," Friedheim said.

Defense budget okayed 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The House 


has approved the biggest defense- 
spending bill since World War II and 
refused, after 10 minutes' debate, to 
cut off funds for the Vietnam war. 


A two-hour squabble was climaxed 


by a vote to phase out KP duty from 
the military. 


The $74.6-billion defense bill was 


passed 322 to 40 Thursday night and 
sent to the Senate. 


The war-money cutoff, the same as 


one being pressed by Sen. Edward W. 
Brooke, R-Mass., in the Senate, was 


rejected 208 to 160. 


"We have stayed too long and paid 


too great a price," said Rep. Joseph 
P. Addabbo, DN.Y., author of the 
House amendment. "It is time to come 
home and heal our own wounds." 


But House Armed Services Com- 


mittee Chairman F. Edward Hebert, 
D-La., noted the House repeatedly has 
refused to vote congressional res- 
traints on the war and said there was 
little left to debate. 


There were shouts of "vote! Vote!" 


and the H.->use rejected Addabbo's 


amendment after ten m i n u t e s of 
debate. 


It would have cut off money for all 


U.S. operations in Indochina, except 
for w i t h d r a w a l , in f o u r m o n t h s 
p r o v i d i n g H a n o i h a d r e l e a s e d 
American prisoners by then and given 
an accounting of missing GIs. 


The major House debate was over 


military programs to phase out KP, 
derided as making life too soft for GIs 
and defended as a major incentive for 
attracting an all-volunteer military by 
next June 30. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The Senate 


has approved a U.S -Soviet five-year 
agreement to limit nuclear arms, and 
called in advance for any permanent 
treaty to provide numerical equality 
in intercontinental atomic weaponry. 


The 88-2 vote Thursday sent the 


amended resolution of approval to a 
conference with the House, which 
passed it Aug. 18 w i t h o u t the 
"equality" language. 


The agreement, apd a companion 


treaty limiting defensive weapons in 
the United States and the Soviet 
Union, was signed by President Nixon 
in Moscow May 26. The defensive 
treaty was ratified by the Senate Aug 


The interim agreement on offensive- 


weapons freezes i n t e r c o n t i n e n t a l 
ballistic missiles to those deployed or 
under construction, an estimated 1,618 
for the Soviet Union and 1,054 for the 
United States. 


The Soviet submarine force would 


be limited to 62 with 950 missile 
launchers; the U.S. underwater fleet 
would be restricted to 44 submarines 
and 710 launchers.

guidelines for subsequent U.S -Soviet 
negotiations, baid he is not concerned

"The vote of the Senate is the

"What is involved is a future treaty 
upon which the Senate alone will act 
The Senate has spoken " 


The Jackson amendment, adopted 


56 to 35, calls upon the president in 
continuing strategic-arms-limitation 
talks (SALT) to seek equality in 
"levels of intercontinental strategic 
forces " 


The White House endorsed the 


language of the Jackson amendment 
as being consistent with administra- 
tion policy, but not his interpretations 
nor those of his Senate opponents. 


Chairman J. W Fulbright of the 


Senate Foreign Relations Committee, 
interpreted the Jackson amendment 
as a bid for U.S superiority. He said 
the demand for equality in numbers 
of specific weapons ignored U.S 
advantages in missile accuracy, 
multiple-warhead technology, forward 
air bases in Europe, and 
aircraft 


carriers. 


Compromise reached 
on revenue sharing 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Congres- 


sional fashioners of a revenue-sharing 
program say they have resolved a 
big-state, little-state rivalry and 
cleared the way for $5.3 billion to 
start flowing in Otober to State- 
houses and city halls. 


Senate and House conferees agreed 


Thursday night on a formula which, 
one aide said, means that everybody 
wins. 


While that does not appear to be 


literally* true, there seems little doubt 
that the two chambers will accept the 
compromise and send the bill to 
President Nixon-who asked for it-in 
time for October disbursements. 


Wisconsin's 
share 
under 
the 


compromise would be $133.9 million. 


The conferees expected to dispose 


of other aspects of the $30-billion, 
five-year measure at a final session 
today, pointing to final passage next 
week. 


Senate and House versions of the 


bill disagreed on the weight that 
should be given different factors in 


states' a-evenue shares. 


The House version rewarded states 


relying on their own income tax. The 
Senate formula allocated more funds 
to 33 small states, less to 17 big, 
industrialized states. 


This is how the conferees resolved 


the problem: 


They left both formulas in the bill 


and provided that each state's share 
should be figured by the one more 
favorable to that state. But since this 
would have required more funds than 
the $5.3 billion budgeted for this year, 
the compromise provides that each 
share be scaled down by about 9.1 per 
cent. 


After this year, the reduction will 


no longer apply. 


Another difference had to be 


compromised. The Senate tacked onto 
the bill provisions designed to curb 
what has been criticized as a runaway 
program of federal three-to-one 
matching of state expenditures on 
social services, mainly to welfare 
recipients.

•ibout bald-headed men who are going 
in lor transplants and some of them are 
not very happy about the results. The 
gentleman I am seeing is very hand- 
some withqut hair and I don't mind his 
baldness in the least. He seems to have 
the idea that if he had a full head of hair 
he would look younger. (He is 11 years 
my senior which bothers him, but not 
me.) 


Will you please tel! me whether hair 


transplants work out well and if they 
are worth the time and money and 
pain? I hear there is a good deal of all 
three involved in the procedure. Thank 
you. -West Coaster 


Dear West: Some men have had ex- 


cellent results with the transplanting of 
hair, others have been disappointed - 
and still others will tell you they deeply 
regret having tried it. 


Because transplanting is an office 


procedure, any physician who wants to 
attempt it can do so. 


This means there Is a good deal of 


experimenting going on, and tome of 
the experiments are dismal failures. 


Not all transplanted hair plugs grow. 


If too many plugs fall, one sees empty 
spaces. They cannot be covered up and 
the head is an unsightly mess. If the 
doctor lacks surgical skills and tries for 
an extreme effect he might produce a 
hairline that is unreal in appearance or 
even grotesque. 


My advice to anyone who is interest- 


ed is this: Talk with someone who has 
had a successful transplant. Learn the 
name of his doctor. Make an appoint- 
ment for a consultation. (Not all men 
are good candidates.) If you decide to 
do it, lots of luck.

Then make quarter-inch 
scale drawings of each piece of furni- 
ture you plan to use. Cut them out and

"When plotting your floor plan," he

Dear Dr. Thosteson: My grandson, 


six weeks old, has suffered with a con- 
dition known as thrush or "white 
mouth"' since birth. The doctor recom- 
mended a purple medicine which 
doesn't seem effective. 


Can you tell me the cause of thrush 


and if there is a more effective 
remedy?-Mrs. C. F. T. 


Thrush is a mouth infection caused 


by a fungus and it is not uncommon. 
The fungus is everywhere and can oc- 
cur in the cleanest of nurseries - 
although these days the ailment is 
reported to be decreasing in frequency. 


Careful cleansing of the mother's 


breasts can help if the baby is breast 
fed: bottle nipples should be cleaned as 
carefully in the case of bottle babies. 


The purple medicine without ques- 


tion was a solution of gentian violet, 
which is the standard treatment for 
thrush and usually is effective within a 
few days. Thrush can recur, requiring 
repetition of the treatment. 


In a case continuing for six weeks, 


one might suspect that a secondary 
infection is involved. Antibiotic treat- 
ment might be necessary if the secon- 
dary infection is a bacterial nature. 


Thrush is an ailment which affects 


the newborn or infants in the period 
immediately following. It must be as- 
sumed that in some cases the infection 
is acquired as baby moves through the 
birth canal. 


prevalent in black people, but it is not 
confined just to them.

Keep in mind that carrying the trait is 


not the same thing as having the 
disease; the trait can (but not always 
will) be passed on if one parent carries 
the trait.

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NEENAH — Needed improvements 


on Wisconsin's two-lane "bread and 
butter roads," such as U.S. 10 and U.S. 
45, could be stalled by long delays in 
progress on the planned Interstate 
routes, Norman Clapp, secretary of the 
Wisconsin Department of Transporta- 
tion, warned Thursday. 


Clapp, addressing the annual awards 


banquet of the Fox Valley Board of 
Realtors, reviewed some of the en- 
vironmental roadblocks to major high- 
way projects in the state, cited some 
related "immediate emergencies" in the 
transportation field and was optimistic 
that his proposal to change the state 
highway commission to a state trans- 
portation commission will resolve 
many of his problems. 


Commitments have been made to 


projects such as completion of the In- 
terstate route and bridge building 
before federal money, which covers 
most of the cost, runs out, Clapp 
explained. 


Interstate 57, which he sees as critical 


to the continued development of the 


Fox River Valley, is programmed for 
completion in 1977, with intermediate 
deadlines that must be met if federal 
funding is to remain available. 


There will be deadline extensions, 


Clapp predicted, but not indefinitely. 
He saw a final deadline of 1979. 


The longer the delay, Clapp cau- 


tioned, the greater the costs and the 
dimmer the prospects for money for 
improving the major two-lane routes. 
Clapp, projecting costs, priorities and 
revenues, saw a possible drastic drop in 
allotments for improving those high- 
ways. 


He asked real estate agents and 


developers to work with transportation 
people in dealing with the "breakdown 
of understanding and support" by the 
public for measures designed to meet 
their transportation needs. 


Rapport must be established with a 


wary public, Clapp urged. Only if the 
public has confidence can progress be 
realized, he said. 


There must be an advanced planning 


approach that considers all factors ot 
highway development, he indicated. 


Real estate and highway people 


share the pressures of a conflict that 
Clapp said stems from growth and 
economic development on the one 
hand and the desire of people to 
"spread out and have living room" on 
the other. 


An ecologically 
alarmed public, 


Clapp commented, is striking out with 
an extremist, "blind reaction" instead 
of seeking ways to balance environ- 
mental protection and peoples growth 
needs. 


"They look at a single issue," he 


added, "and ask, 'what does this par- 
ticular act do to the environment?' If it 
does anything they want to stop it." 


Same pressures 


The same pressures are being felt 


outside the transportation field, Clapp 
said, such as in the area of electric 
power, 
where 
environmental 
ar- 


guments are being weighed against 
power shortages. 


Clapp revealed early this summer 


that he wants legislative action trans- 
forming the three-member state high- 
way commission to an all-encompass- 


ing transportation commission. 


The change, Clapp said Thursday, 


could put the state in a better position 
to deal with problems and needs facing 
all modes of transportation, not just 
highways. 


He said he will propose to Gov. Pa- 


trick Lucey within the next few weeks 
that the transportation commission 
plan be presented to the legislature 
when it reconvenes next year. 


Clapp later told a reporter that while 


Lucey has not expressed total support 
for the proposal, there was reason to be 
optimistic over chances for its en- 
dorsement. 


Clapp said that by having "people 


with 
recognized 
position 
and 


authority" on the new commission and 
by establishing close cooperation with 
local areas, the public can better un- 
derstand what needs to be done in ilie 
whole area of transportation. 


"There needs to be someone in. 


charge of the program to translate the 
language of professional planners into 
words local people can understand," he 
remarked.

to Fox Cities' x-way

The dream of an expressway skirting 


the south edge of the Fox Cities and 
connecting at several points with U. S 
41 north of the Fox River is 10 years old 
this year. 


The ordinary Valley motorist might 


add that it is also no closer to reality, 
but he would be wrong. 


Numerous steps have been taken 


over the decade since the dream was 
born in the old Fox Valley Regional 
Planning Commission, including land 
purchases and reservations and actual 
construction of one important segment 
of the expressway. 


But the river crossings are key 


elements in the plan, and they will have 
great impact not only on the future of 
the expressway but also upon other 


parts of the Valley road system. 


Just what their impact, and that of 


the rest of the expressway system, 
would be upon other streets and high- 
ways is unclear, but efforts are under 
way to scientifically measure it Ob- 
viously, the impact would be great. 


A regional transportation plan is be- 


ing prepared by the State Highway 
Commission's planning staff and local 
planners. By the end of this year, the 
state agency expects to have made 
basic 
traffic 
volume 
forecasts 


throughout the entire Valley traffic 
system, with projections for the years 
1980 and 2000. 


The plan eventually will tell in 


minute detail where people are likely to 
live and work, what roads they will use 


and where new ones should be built in 
future years 


The study also should answer basic 


questions concerning other current 
proposals for local street and bridge 
projects. 


The proposal to build a high-level 


bridge over the Fox River on Oneida 
Street in Appleton, for instance, is ex- 
pected to go to referendum next spring. 
The transportation plan could provide 
important clues as to how much use the 
bridge will get when other elements of 
the expressway system are built. 


While Appleton and Outagamie 


County try to make up their minds 
about the Oneida Street Bridge, Wm- 
nebago County and the City and Town 
of Menasha are wrestling with financial 
problems in preparation to build a

City help with sewage 
pleases Consolidated 


The chairman of the board of Con- 


solidated Papers, Inc., says the firm is 
"very pleased" to learn the city is 
willing to temporarily treat part of the 
waste from the firm's Appleton wood 
pulp mill. 


But George Meade II cautioned that, 


"We still have a long way to go, 
however, before we can be confident of 
success" in efforts to meet pollution 
abatement orders and keep the mill 
operating. 


The city's offer of temporary treat- 


ment was made formal in a letter to 
Meade from Mayor James Sutherland. 
Temporary city treatment of a portion 
of the mill's wastes "is one of the key 
elements in meeting the water pollu- 
tion abatement orders at this mill," 
Vleade noted 


But he added, "Our plan has yet to be 


approved by the Wisconsin Depart- 


ment ot Natural Resources and the 
Environmental Protection Agency." 
Approval by the state and the federal

are 
needed 
before

abatement plan can be put into opera- 
tion. 


Consolidated already has reduced its 


waste output 
markedly 
through 


various in-plant changes. The mill also 
is the object of a pilot test on recovery 
of wastes for reuse. The state and 
federal agencies, the Institute of Paper 
Chemistry and 10 paper manufacturing 
firms are co-sponsoring the tests. 


Five-year period 


If Consolidated uses city sewage 


treatment services, it would be for a 
five-year period while the mill works to 
assume the full burden of its own 
treatment. 


The mill would initially send 4 2 


million gallons of waste per day to the 


city's treatment plant when the 
municipal facility is expanded. The new 
treatment plant will have a capacity of 
16.5 million gallons per day, in excess of 
the present 11 million, in order to meet 
estimated treatment needs by 1990 


Consolidated would use the excess 


treatment capacity that will exist m the 
early years of 
plant operation, 


gradually withdrawing from 
the 


municipal system as greater amounts 
of capacity are required to handle 
treatment demands from the rest of the 
city. 


Sutherland told Meade in his letter 


that the excess daily capacity at the

Negotiations on the pact had been 


underway since July, 1971. After read- 


ing an impasse on vacation benefits and 
six other issues this spring, fact-finding 
was ordered. The contract ratified 
Thursday will be in effect through Dec. 
31, and is retroactive to Jan. 1. 


Under the contract, existing staff 


social workers receive the following 
vacation leaves: two weeks off after 
one year of service; three weeks after 
five years, and four weeks after 10.

Black very definitely is not white, a 


group of university students and 
faculty members, housewives and 
others were reminded Thursday after- 
noon by a black "friend of white 
America." 


Dr. Nathan Wright Jr., guest lecturer 


for a day at the University of Wisconsin 
Center-Fox Valley, reiterated the right 
of plundered and oppressed peoples the 
world over to regain that which is 
rightfully theirs, to face themselves 
from generations of repression. 


Everyone is entitled to his inheri- 


tance, the chairman of the national and 
international Black Power Conferences 
in 1967 and 1968 told the nearly 100 
persons at hi? afternoon lecture-dis- 
cussion session. 


The way to get it back? 
"Violent revolution is morally right," 


the former Episcopal priest said. "But it 
is ethically wrong and I personally 
reject it." 


A conservative, especially a "dues 


paying pacifist" like himself, could not 
support revolution. But "precipitous 
regeneration" is another avenue. It is 
his answer to the repression his people 
have known. 


By 
definition, 
it 
is 
almost 


synonymous with revolution; only the 
outcome is different. Revolution could 
result in an even worse situation, but 
re-establishment, even as sudden as 
'precipitous' implies, has a usually bet- 
ter outcome. 


Wright, who holds the Chair of Ur- 


ban Affairs at Albany State University 
in New York, warned that the country 
was turning more and more toward 
repression -from the days of the sign- 
ing of the Constitution, which ranked 
black as only three-fifths of a white 
man, to the present when we are emo- 
tionally unprepared for the age of 
unprecedented change now dawning. 


"We haven't made the changes in our 


institutions to meet the vastly different 
world we're moving into," he said, and 
the number of disaffected peoples con- 
tinues to grow because of it. 


By 1980, he said, more than half of the 


dark-skinned people in this country 


will be on some form of relief. Out of 
work, with little to eat and good living 
conditions and educational opportuni- 
ties out of reach, dissatisfaction among 
the blacks will mount. 


The answer to such repression 


echoed again: Reformation, revolution, 
precipitous regeneration. 


In other remarks during his hour and 


one-half lecture-discussion, 
the self 


proclaimed "uppity, arrogant Nigger:" 


— Called the Declaration of Indepen- 


dence "The document that has made 
our nation great and a beacon for the 
world." 


— Labeled the U.S. Constitution "one 


of the most throughly degrading and 
inhumane documents" ever written. It 
states that some human life is worth 
less than others. 


—Said Japanese concentration camps 


in this country have been refurbished 


to incarcerate black revolutionaries. 


— Told his audience not to separate 


life from livelihood. 


- Belittled a student for attempting 


to ask a question while he was 
presenting his arguments. 


— Shot down a white, middle-aged 


woman for showing concern for black 
women 
to 
whom 
birth 
control 


measures might not be available 
because a white can't think like or for a 
black. 


— Blamed white liberals for turning 


blacks into parasites via housing and 
job programs. 


— Charged that the Democrats "have 


done more to debauch blacks than any 
other organization in this country, ex- 
cept the churches." (Wright is a regis- 
tered Republican, rarely votes that 
ticket and "cries every time I have to 
vote Democratic.") 


Elimination of Wolf floodplain 
hearing sought by zoning panel

Elimination of the requirement for a 


public hearing before issuing building 
permits for certain types of construc- 
tion in floodplains will be sought by the 
Outagamie County Board Zoning 
Committee. 


Members of the committee and 


representatives 
from 
communities 


along the Wolf River agreed Thursday 
night that if farm buildings and single 
family residences were exempted from 
the public hearing requirement, it 
would satisfy most of the people in the 
area. 


Residents of the Shiocton —Town of 


Bovina area, in particular, have been up 
in arms over what they consider 
unrealistic boundary lines for the 
floodplain and the amount of red tape 
involved in getting a permit to build 
within the floodplain. 


Richard Singler, Town of Bovina 


chairman, told the zoning committee, 
"We are at the point now where we 
can't do anything without a public 
hearing. We are paying the same taxes 
as everyone else and we should be able 
to do what we want, within limits." 
Singler noted that 80 per cent of the 
land in the town was listed as being in 
the floodplain. 


Under the floodplain law, a public 


hearing must be held before any type of 
building permit can be issued. 


Ralph Gehring, a member of the 


Town of Bovina board, said there was 
no argument over setback septic tank 
requirements. "It doesn't seem fair to 
have someone who wants to build a 
house to have to go through all of this, 
especially where the soil passes the 
percolation test," he said. He noted it 
would take up to several months to get 
a permit under the present setup. 


Frank Charlesworth, county coor- 


dinator of public services, said the ob- 
ject is to have a legislative body review 
the request instead of leaving it up to 
one person. "The difficulty is deter- 
mining what could be excluded from 
public hearings, but I think we could 
logically start with agricultural build- 
ings," he said.

bridge across Little Lake Butte des 
Morts. Bids tentatively are scheduled to 
be opened next spring for the project. 


Not answered 


The bridge would be the most im- 


portant link yet to be built in the 
expressway system. What its impact 
would be upon the Memorial Drive and 
Oneida Street bridge traffic in Appleton 
is a question much asked but not yet 
answered. 


Will the Butte des Morts Bridge 


relieve some of the glut of traffic that 
now chokes the existing Oneida and 
Memorial bridges during rush hours? 
The state study should provide some 
answers. 


Unfortunately, city officials have 


been uncertain how soon the informa- 
tion will be forthcoming, so the Apple- 
ton City Council recently authorized a 
$4,000 traffic study of its own to provide 


facts for the Oneida Bridge referendum 
next spring. 


The expressway as originally mapped 


out is a 32-mile loop starting with the 
Little Lake Bridge and its interchange 
with U.S. 41 west of the lake. It swings 
east across the Town of Menasha, cut- 
ting north along the east edge of 
Appleton and crossing the Fox River 
near French Road to form a second link 
to 41. The E. College Avenue extension, 
the section of expressway already built 
by Outagamie County, would form an 
interchange with the north-south leg of 
the expressway and continue to a 
second interchange at State 55, which 
would be relocated to cross the Fox 
River between Kaukauna and Com- 
bined Locks. 


Another new bridge there would 


carry 55 across the Fox River to a third 
linkup with 41. In addition, a shorter 
section of expressway would follow 


County Trunk BB between 41 west of 
Appleton to a bridge over the Fox River 
near Stroebe's Island, to join the rest of 
the expressway in the Midway Road 
area of the Town of Menasha. 


Another segment, skirting the south 


and east edges of Kaukauna and con- 
necting with 41 after crossing a fifth 
new bridge, had been proposed but now 
is considered unnecessary. 


The valley transportation plan will 


test the proposed layout along with 
various alternative additions to the 
existing transportation system from

While the planners may recommend

Former Anglican Church head 
Lord Fisher of Lambeth dies

SHERBORNE, England (AP) - Lord 


Fisher of Lambeth, the Archbishop of 
Canterbury from 1945 to 1961, died 
early today after a stroke. He was 85. 


Lord Fisher suffered a slight stroke 


on Thursday and was taken to a 
hospital in this Dorset market town. 


As Archbishop of Canterbury, he 


was primate of the Anglican Church. 
He was raised to the peerage after his 
retirement. 


As spiritual leader of the Church of 


England and the World's 40 million 
Anglicans in the postwar years of 
ferment and ecumenism, Fisher was 
the first Archbishop of Canterbury to 
visit the head of the Roman Catholic 
Church in Rome. 


He officiated at the marriage of 


Princess Elizabeth, buried her father, 
King George VI, crowned her Queen 
and christened her first three children. 


He also was a leader in the op- 


position to Princess Margaret's 
marriage to a divorced man, Group 
Capt. Peter Townsend, and four and 
a half years later married her to the 
Earl of Snowdon. 


Geoffrey Francis Fisher was the 


youngest of the five children of a 
Leistershire vicar whose parish had 
been in the Fisher f a m i l y for 
generations. At 27,- he was named 
headmaster of Repton School, a post 
he held for 18 years, and three years 
later married the daughter of a senior 
master there. They had six sons, one 


of whom became a High Court judge. 


He went straight from Repton to 


the upper ranks of the c h u r c h 
hierarchy, being named bishop of 
Chester when he was 45 and seven 
years later, in 1939, Bishop of London. 


During the London blitz, Fisher 


worked ceaselessly for bombed-out 
cockneys in his crowded London 
diocese. Once he opened the doors of 
his Fulham Palace residence to 300 


people who lost their homes in air 
raids. 


When World War II ended, he 


moved to the top. At 57 he was one 
of the youngest men ever to mount 
the ancient stone throne of St. 
Augustine. 


Fisher was once a vehement critic 


of the Roman Catholic church. But 
in 1960, he crowned his term as 
Archbishop of C a n t e r b u r y by 
becoming the first English primate in 
600 years to visit the Vatican.

Minnesota seeks 
wolf season 


ST. PAUL. Minn. (AP) - The Min- 


nesota Department of Natural Re- 
sources (DNR) has proposed a wolf- 
management policy that would class 
the state's timber wolf as a game ani- 
mal and would give the animal a per- 
manent 2,350-square mile sanctuary. 


The policy was proposed by the 


DNR Thursday and must be approved 
by the state legislature. 


The proposal would establish open 


and closed hunting and trapping sea- 
sons for timber wolves, except in the 
sanctuary which roughly includes the 
Boundary Waters Canoe Area in 
northeastern Minnesota. 


The DNR said the policy, by allow- 


ing the taking of wolves and by giving 
the animal a refuge in its primary 
range, should satisfy both environ- 
mentalists who fear the wolf's extinc- 
tion and northern Minnesota land- 
owners who want greater control of 
wolf numbers. 


Minnesota and Alaska are the only 


states with stable timber wolf popu- 
lations, though the species once was 
found throughout North America. Es- 
timates of wolf numbers in Minnesota 
have ranged from 500 to more than 
1,000. 


The timber wolf presently is unpro- 


tected in Minnesota. 


The U.S. Forest Service has en- 


dorsed the proposed plan, as have the 
University of Minnesotaa and the U.S. 
Bureau of Sport Fisheries and Wildlife. 


DNR Commissioner Robert Herbst 


said the policy would give his depart- 
ment "better control" over the taking 
of wolves. 


"It requires that all wolves taken by 


hunters and trappers must be regis- 
tered with a conservation officer. We 
have set an annual harvest quota and 
it will be rigidly enforced," Herbst said 


The management policy also would 


establish a program to seek areas out- 
side of Minnesota for restocking of 
wolves, provided by the state. 


The policy would prohibit aerial 


hunting, poisoning, den digging and 
snaring. Big game hunting and trapp- 
ing licenses would be required of resi- 
dents and nonresidents. 


Under the proposal, hunting would 


be allowed from Sept. ISMarch 31 and 
trapping from Oct. 15-March 31. The 
season bag limit would be 10 wolves 
east of U.S. 53 and no limit west of 
that highway.

gallons per day, and the current 4.2 
million gallon treatment request in- 
dicates the degree of progress made at 
the mill in reducing its waste output. 


Treatment fee 


Consolidated is willing to pay the 


sewage treatment fee being charged to 
all other users of the city sewer system, 
Meade said in his letter. 


Another condition being required by 


the city is that Consolidated share the 
cost of installing a sewer to carry mill 
waste to the treatment plant, since it is 
the mill's requirement for service that 
will make construction of added sewer 
capacity necessary, and since the mill 
will be only a temporary user. 


Meade mentioned two hurdles to be 


overcome before the firm can be sure 
its abatement efforts will succeed and 
the mill will be kept in operation. 
Besides needing state and federal 
approval of the plans, he said, "It is 
essential that we expand our sales of 
the pulp produced at Appleton to a 
point where the economics of the 
operation can justify the additional 
abatement expenditures." 


The firm has stated before that it 


needs new technology to meet the 
waste quality levels required in the 
state-federal clean-up orders, and also 
must bring the mill's profit-making 
performance above what have been 
described as currently marginal levels. 


Meade praised the city, the Appleton 


Area Chamber of Commerce and mill 
employes for efforts to help solve the 
problem. 


Helpful officials 


He said city and chamber officials 


have been "helpful, cooperative and 
understanding" and recognize the size 
of the problem, a situation Meade 
called "most encouraging." He said mill 
employes "are performing herculean 
efforts to reduce the mill's effluent." 


Consolidated originally had told the 


city and the consulting engineers who 
are working on designs for the new 
municipal treatment plant that Con- 
solidated would not use city treatment 
service.

If President Nexon doesn't get 


another four years, figure on William 
D. Ruckelshaus quitting as head of the 
U.S. 
Environmental 
Protection 
Agency. 


But Ruckelshaus, speaking Thursday 


evening at the University of Wisconsin- 
Green Bay, wan't stumping for his boss. 
He 
was 
expressing 
a 
political 
philosophy. 


"I think the President ought to have 


the right to appoint the head of an 
agency for which he sets the tone and 
for which he should be responsible," 
the EPA administrator contended. 


He was aware, he said, that some 


don't agree with his clean-sweep ideas. 


"I feel it was a mistake to have had 


the same man running the FBI for 34 
years," Ruckelshaus said. "I will quit if 
the President is not re-elected." 


That's about as far as he" come to 


openly bidding for Republican votes in 
November. His approach was soft sell; 
he told what the EPA has set out to do, 
noted what it has accomplished, and let 
the audience draw conclusions. 


The conclusion, at the end of slightly 


more than an hour, was expressed by 
spirited, long applause. 


New agency 


It was a speech almost remarkable 


for brevity. Ruckelshaus spoke for 
about 12 minutes, then fielded ques- 
tions from the audience of about 400 
students and older adults in the packed 
main lecture hall of the Environmental 
Sciences Building. 


The EPA, as Ruckelshaus noted, 


became official Dec. 2, 1970 It was 
formed of parrts or components of 15 
different federal agencies and depart- 
ments. Its responsibilities concern 
water pollution, air pollution, solid 
waste management, pesticides, radia- 
tion and noise. 


With a current budget of about $2.5 


billion and almost 10,000 employes, the 
EPA functions through its central ad- 
ministrative office in Washington and 
10 regional offices. Wisconsin is part of 
the Chicago regional jurisdiction. 


"We are involved with important 


problems of management, but we also 
are concerned with the problem of 
convincing people that we really are 
doing something for the environment," 
Ruckelshaus commented. 


"In these days we have seen almost 


rampant distrust of institutions of all 
kinds, whether government, business, 
church or others. We must show the 
people that we are making progress, 
and then we can give them confidence 
and proceed with solving other 


problems of our society." 


As for the EPA, its admistrator said: 
"I do feel that in our 22 months we 


have made some progress." 


Recycling problems 


A question from the audience con- 


cerned recycling. 


"We haven't found recycling to be a 


profitable enterprise for most com- 
munities," Ruckelshaus acknowledged. 


"We have been putting the emphasis 


on the technology of resource recovery, 
when what we need to do is develop 
better collection and management sys- 
tems. It is also necessary to develop 
markets for the collected materials." 


Ruckelshaus would not come out for 


100 per cent recovery of solid wastes. 


"Recycling may be a good idea for 


many products," he said, "but in some 
cases we may be using up a lot of 
energy to recycle products that are 
easily and more economically grown." 


Several questions concerned the 


Refuse Act of 1899 which was recently 
resurrected. Discharge permits are now 
required for effluents from industries 
and other establishments which are 
discharged into navigable streams. The 
program has been stalled, however, by 
injunction. 


Ruckelshaus expressed hope that the 


legal snarls will be untangled before 
long, permitting the EPA and the Army 
Corps of Engineers to proceed with the 
permit programs. 


"We want an enforcement program 


that will convince people that they will 
wind up in court if they don't comply 
with environmental protection regula- 
tions," he said. 


Viewing present and future needs, he 


estimated that it will cost the nation 
$287 billion between now and 1980 for 
air, water and solid waste management. 


Federal grants needed 


He indicated that federal money 


ought to count heavily in combating 
water pollution through grants for 
sewage treatment plants and other 
facilities. 


"The handling of solid wastes ought 


to remin a local responsibility," 
Ruckelshaus said. 


"Relatively little tax money should 


be spent on air pollution," he added, 
explaining that the actual polluters will 
have to pay the bill. 


Ruckelshaus wouldn't promise to 


make every stream a trout stream. 


"It may be the best thing in some 


cases to discharge some pollutants into 
the water," he said.

Ruckelshaus expressed his attitude 
toward freeways and transportation.

But the change in 
McGovern's campaign chances is a 
recent event and the polls have not had 
a chance to reflect it as yet, he said. 


Lucey admitted that polls showing 


the youth vote, for instance, as favoring 
Pres. Nixon by at least a 60-40 split 
apparently are accurate, but said that 
the situation will have changed by 
election day in November. Two months 
ago Lucey contended that the youth 
vote would split nationally about 70-30 
in favor of McGovern. 


Lucey said that his belief in changing

GREEN BAY -Clark MacGregor has 


been needled with so many questions 
about the Watergate caper that his 
answers now are as automatic as the 
coins returned from a dollar bill 
changer. 


Only once did President Nixon's 


campaign director muff a standard 
reply Thursday night. In an interview 
following the 8th District fund raising 
reception at the Brown County Arena, 
MacGregor defended former commerce 
secretary Maurice Stans against any 
charges of wrongdoing, and then 
named the individual who will be in- 
dicated for planning the break-in of 
Democratic headquarters. 


MacGregor retracted his statement 


about the "independent operator" who 
planned and carried out the June 17 
break-in, explaining that the Commit- 
tee for the Re-election of the President 
expected grand jury indictments to be 
handed down either by 1 p.m. today, or 
Monday at the latest. 


To announce names now, he said, 


"would make me look bad and you look 
bad." 


Details of case 


MacGregor said he was satisfied in 


his own mind that no upper echelon 
Republicans were involved in the bug- 
ging plot, and that he knew the details 
of the case by "a process of elimina- 
tion," having interviewed all the 
members of John Mitchell's former, 
campaign committee. 


He added that he has not talked with 


the five men caught in the break-in, or 
with E. Howard Hunt or G. Gordon 
Liddy, who were later implicated. 


The politically expedient response to 


the Watergate affair would be for the 
campaign committee to clear the air at 
once, MacGregor said, but that action 
would create one of two results: The 
rights of possible defendants would be 
jeopardized, or the ability of the 
government to prosecute would be 
hurt. 


Lawyers for two of the suspects, he 


said, believe they are close to quashing 
the findings of the grand jury because 
the news media has tried the case in 
advance. 


MacGregor believes that the general 


public regards the Watergate caper and 
subsequent controversies over cam- 
paign contributions as a "ho-hum is- 
sue." 


Private poll 


He released the results of a recent 


private poll in three major market areas 
of the country, which showed that only 
a small number of voters have been 
influenced by the issue. Of all the voters 
polled, MacGregor said, 60 per cent had 
heard of the Watergate affair, and only 
12 per cent of this group thought the 
break-in was a "serious issue." 


"I have the visceral feeling that as 


long as you're not dealing with public 
funds. . .there's a no-hum response," he 
said. 


He also said that the FBI and the 


Justice Department had "bent over 
backwards" to make sure that the 
investigation was thorough and impar- 
tial. 
• In the interview, and in a press 
conference and speech Thursday night. 
MacGregor spelled out 
how 
the 


President would conduct his campaign, 
and the chief Republican campaign 
issues. 


MacGregor was the President's 


Congressional liaison in 1971 and the 
first half of this year. He served in the 
House of Represenatives for 10 years 
prior to his defeat in the Minnesota 
Senate race in 1970. 


After Congress adjourns in mid-Oc- 


tober, the President will personally 
campaign "over as broad a geographic 
area as his duties will permit," he said. 
No formal decisions have been made as 
to where he will visit, however. 


Peace, inflation, jobs, taxes, drug 


abuse and crime in the streets will be 
the President's topics, MacGregor said, 
along with the record of the Democra- 
tic Congress in 1971. 


MacGregor said he had taken the 


minutes of a meeting of Congressional 
leaders with the President after the 
State of the Union address, at which 
time they assured the President that his 
program of reform legislation would at 
least be brought to a vote this year. 


Except for revenue sharing, none of 


the 12 State of the Union proposals has 
been voted on, MacGregor said, and 
President Nixon and Vice President 
Spiro Agnew will make these "broken 
promises" a major issue in the cam- 
paign. 
MacGregor lashed out at Democratic 
Congresional committee heads, and 
said they would "suffer retribution at 
the polls."

the rising star in black Africa's galaxy 
of newly independent states, faces a 
Sartan life under military rule. 


The country's soldier government is 


tackling economic problems with 
sweeping austerity measures, nat- 
ionalist rhetoric and army muscle. 


"Self-reliance" has become the 


battle cry ever since 40year-old Col. 
Ignatius K. Acheampong seized power 
last January. His bloodless coup 
toppled the elected government of 
Prime Minister Kofi Busia, following 
a 44 per cent devaluation of Ghana's 
currency and budget cuts that hit the 
army. 


Ghana's 8'/z million people "may see 


more austerity now than they ever 
d r e a m e d of," says a f o r e i g n 
economist. Acheampong has promised 
a return to civilian rule only when "a 
firm foundation has been laid both 
economically and socially for our 
people." 


Political activity is banned. Some 


250 officials of Busia's Progress party 
are still in prison. Two newspapers 
tha urged their release have been shut 
down. Nine men were charged with 
hatching pro-Busia countercoup with 
the. aid of u n i d e n t i f i e d "foreign 
troops" in neighboring Ivory Coast. 
All nine face death if convicted by a 
military court. 


Busia, in England for medical 


treatment when the coup took place, 
has a price on his head. 


Put simply, Ghana's problems stem 


from living beyond her means since 
independence from Britain in 1957. 


The country's foreign debt is $850 


million, much of it the legacy of 
Kwame Nkrumah, whose repressive 
regime was ousted in 1966. 


Last year's trade deficit of $63 


million was due largely to low prices 
for cocoa, Ghana's chief export. This 
and the neglected agricultural sector, 
inflation and chronic unemployment 
have all aggravated the economy. 


The 10-man National Liberation 


Council which Acheampong heads 
has adopted a go-italone stance. 


"Operation Feed Yourself" seeks to 


boost local food production and make 
Ghana selfsufficient while increasing 
exports. Virtually all imports of food 
have been halted. Stiff controls on 
commercial imports seek to stem the 
flow of money out of the country, 
reversing Busia's liberal import policy. 


Farmers are being exhorted to grow 


more rice, cassava, corn, yams, 
peanuts, 
plantain 
and 
vegetables. 


They are being asked to provide more 
raw materials to feed existing 
factories-cotton, tobacco, palm oil, 
rubber, sugar cane and pineapples. 


This upsurge in agricultural activity 


may go a long way in creating more 
jobs and diversifying the economy to 
reduce dependence on cocoa. 


A diplomat says: "What they are 


doing is squeezing the cities and 
encouraging more productivity in the 
countryside, which is the right move 
economically." 


There are predictions of bumper 


crops and this year's fish catch is 
breaking records. 


A British bank says Ghana recorded 


a trade surplus of about $50 million 
during the first four months of the 


Acheampong has ordered price 


controls for key consumer items. He 
banned "subversion" -a catch-all that 
includes smuggling, hoarding of food, 
strikes, corruption and plots against 
the government. When food lines 
appeared recently because of shor- 
tages of sugar, canned sardines and 
other goods, the chief denied there 
were shortages and banned food lines. 


Ghana is also seeking increased 


participation in foreign-owned ex- 
tractive industries - mining and 
timber. 


"They j u s t w a n t to get the 


maximum benefit out of them," says 
a Western diplomat who doesn't ex- 
pect expropriation. 


"We cannot expect to be bailed out 


by some miraculous intervention or 
the generosity of other countries," 
says Acheampong. 


"What we are declaring to the 


world now is that we have the will 
power and h u m a n and material 
resources to be self-reliant."

Farmers get more for hogs, wheat 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Higher 


prices for hogs and wheat helped boost 
over-all farm prices 1.0 per cent in Au- 
gust to another record high average, 
but cattle prices dropped sharply, the 
Agriculture Department announced. 


Wheat prices, soaring because of 


huge export sales to the Soviet Union 
and other demands, averaged $1.51 per 
bushel, compared with $1.32 in July 
and $1.28 in August last year.

Exports net millions 


WASHINGTON - Farmers in Wis- 


consin sold $103.8 million of their 
produce in foreign markets last year, 
according to the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. 


Farm exports took the products from 


one in every five acres, about 65 million 
acres, of cropland in the nation, ac- 
cording to the department. 


Total exports reached a record of 


$8.05 billion during fiscal 1972, accord- 
ing to a statement issued by Secretary 
of Agriculture Earl L. Butz. 


The exports were an estirr vted 


seventh of the national farm income. 


Ten states accounted for $4.6 billion of 
the total exports. 


Those states, with 57 per cent of the 


exports, were paced by Illinois w_ith 
$758 million in exports. Other leading 
states and their totals were Iowa, $620 
million; California, $592 million; Texas, 
$456 million; North Carolina, $420 
million; Indiana, $384 million; Kansas, 
$365 million; Arkansas, $352 million; 
Minnesota, $347 million; and Missouri, 
$317 
million. Four other states, 


Nebraska, Ohio, North Dakota and 
Mississippi, had shares in export trade 
valued at more than $200 million each.

Law detail needed 


"To avoid further suits we need some 


clarification of legislation that we 
presently have," he said. Butterbrodt 
said he may not seek new laws but will 
push for definition of existing ones. 


The co-op presently faces a series of 


lawsuits for alleged unfair trade prac- 
tices and monoply violations. One civil 
suit is being pressed by the United 
States Justice Department in Circuit 


Court of San Antonio, Tex. Another has 
been filed against AMPI and other 
members of Central Milk Producers 
Co-op by the State of Illinois. 


Butterbrodt said he probably will not 


discuss the lawsuits in detail but noted 
that they are extremely costly for the 
cooperative. 


"We're budgeting about $125,000 


(monthly), he said, to pay for the legal 
costs of fighting suits. 


Milk marketing 


Butterbrodt said the United States 


Department of Agriculture also should 
clarify its rulings on milk marketing 
regulations. 


Practices such as milk pool loading, 


and inter-area blending should be 
defined, he said. The co-op faces 
charges of altering prices within dis- 
tricts by marketing large amounts of 
milk within an area to lower the 
utilization of milk for bottling and 
cause milk prices to sag. 


Butterbrodt said the co-op merely is 


making use of existing market prac- 
tices. "There's regulations there, now 
all of a sudden because we're using 
some of them, we're getting sued for it."

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State bee colonies in trouble 


Bees and beekeepers are in trouble in 


Wisconsin largely because of the 
increased use of pesticides on farm 
crops, according to John Piechowski, a 
route 1, Redgranite beekeeper. 


Dr. Floyd Moeller, Madison, United 


States Department of Agriculture bee 
research investigations leader, agrees 
but adds that this state has been "pretty 
lucky." Losses in southern states such 
as Arizona have caused beekeepers to 
move out, he says. 


The trouble is a recent one, says 


Piechowski. He, his father, Henry 
Piechowski and three brothers operate 
a honey business and pollination ser- 
vice which totals an estimated 2,500 
colonies of bees. 


Within the last 10 years increased 


aerial pesticide applications have 
caused losses to their business, 'says 
Piechowski. Not all losses are due to 
agricultural spraying. Cities fog for 
insects and drifting pesticides often kill 
the sensitive honey bees, he says. 


Operation large 


The Piechowski family has colonies 


at an estimated 70 locations in the state 
and in southern Illinois and southern 
Mississippi. 


"This year at least half of our loca- 


tions were hit by spray damage," says 
Piechowski. 


He admits, however, that the exact 


damage to colonies is hard to define. 


"We don't have any honest evidence so 
there you sit." 


Often damage is indirect. Bees are 


not always killed directly by pesticides 
but sometimes carry 
pollen con- 


taminated with residue of pesticides 
into hives for use as food. Then other 
bees eating the pollen are killed or 
weakened, says Piechowski. 


Such colonies often are hit by 


parasitic diseases which can destroy 
the bees, according 
to Moeller. 


Although research has been conducted 
to estimate the value of the loss of bees 
objective estimates are difficult to 
reach. 


Indemnity offer 


The United States Department of 


Agriculture has a replacement indem- 
nity to pay beekeepers whose bees are 
stricken but such payments cover only 
a small amount of losses, says Moeller. 


The plan pays $15 per hive destroyed 


but does not cover the loss of a honey 
crop which is hard to estimate. "This 
(the payment) is peanuts compared to 
the value of the crop of honey that is 
lost," says Moeller. 


He values the annual Wisconsin 


honey crop at an estimated $2 million. 
Yet the real value of honey bees in the 
state is in their aid to pollination. This 
can be 10 to 20 times as valuable as the 
actual honey output. 


The pollination service is a large part 


of the Piechowski family business. John 
is secretary and a fieldman for the 
Wisconsin Pollination Cooperative. 
Through the co-op beekeepers offer a 
service to farmers and orchard opera- 
tors for pollination of crops. 


Pollination service 


"The largest are cranberry and apple 


growers," says Piechowski. To produce 
good crops fruit growers must use pes- 
ticides, however, and sometimes the 
bees are victims even when sprays are 
applied according to labels on instruc- 
tions. 


Although the effect of sprays wears 


off within hours some pesticides may 
retain the power to kill honey bees for 
lengthy 
periods 
of 
time, 
said 


Piechowski. 


The result is simple. "The bees are 


just getting killed." 


When canning companies use aerial 


applications to treat sweet corn for 
earworm and corn borer the residues of 
spray often linger in pollen. In recent 
years favored foods of bees such as 
white clover have been limited because 
of drought so honey bees sometimes 
turn to the corn and the result is 
damage to colonies, said Piechowski. 


He doesn't condemn the use of pes- 


ticides. "The spray is something that is 
going to stay here because people are 
going to have better food."

Farm 'dollar' hits 41.1 cents 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Farmers in3 


July received 41.1 cents from every 
dollar spent by consumers for food, 
the most in more than two years. But 
the lofty peak may not last long. 


Higher market prices for hogs, 


frying chickens, eggs and some fresh 
vegetables helped boost the farm share 
of the consumer dollar from the 40.6 
cents reported for June. 


The farm share had not risen above 


41 cents since early 1970, according to 
USDA records, and most of the time 
has been in the 36 to 40-cent range. 


According to a report on retail 


"market-basket" food costs issued 
Sept. 8, prices farmers received for the 
raw items rose three per cent from 
June. Cattle, however, failed to gain in 
average price for the month. 


Prices Slip 


Cattle prices have slipped since their 


peak last month from around $40 per 
hundredweight at Omaha to less than 
$36 by mid-August. That points to a 
slippage in the farmer's share of the 
consumer food dollar when the Au- 
gust market basket is reported next 
month. 


The market-basket report, based on 


farm-produced items needed to feed a 
typical family for an entire year, 
showed retail grocery prices in July 
averaged 4.5 per cent higher than a 
year earlier and 1.8 per cent more than 
in June. 


The so-called "farm value" of the 


market basket was reported up 11.9 
per cent from a year earlier. 


Based oh July surveys, the entire 


market-basket list cost $1,322 with 
farmers getting $544 and middlemen 
$778. In June, the basket cost $1,299 
with farmers getting $528 and middle- 
men $771.

farmers in parts of Wisconsin are 
increasing their production of vegeta- 
ble crops. Such crops require use of 
pesticides and as farming changes bees 
are hit. 


In the past diseases such as foulbrood 


took the largest toll of bees. Now 
diseases are under control but pes- 
ticides 
pose 
a 
problem, 
says 


Piechowski. "This is our biggest enemy 
ow."

who turned m an impressive race against Byrnes in 1970, would

On the Republican side, Froehlich had to overcome the 


margin established by State Sen. Rep. Myron Lotto in his home 
Brown County and a division of thp votes in Outagamie County 
with Dist. Atty. James Long. But again traditional factors were 
at work. Froehlich, as a two-term speaker of the Assembly was 
more widely known throughout the district and had the support 
of many fellow legislators at the local level. It probably is true 
also that the conservative image resulting from Froehlich's 
terms as speaker was helpful in getting support from party 
regulars who are more apt to vote in primaries. 


Actually, the Republican primary did not live up to its billing 


Faced with the problem of establishing their identities in the 
new 13-county district, candidates turned to billboards and 
television advertising showing them walking in and out of the 
state Capitol or standing around at county fairs.

Nixon's Irish problems 


President Nixon may have defused yet another segment of 


American voters when he ordered a softer line on airport 
negotiations with Ireland's airline, Aer Lingus. But he still hasn't 
made it clear where his own Irish-related ancestors originated. 


The threat of the United States to close Kennedy Interna- 


tional Airport to Aer Lingus unless the Republic of Ireland 
permitted some American lines to have direct access to Dublin 
without a first stop at more remote Shannon was conveniently 
put off until after elections. The Irish have plenty of time to 
decide whether trying to promote the poorer West of Ireland is 
worth losing New York based tourist traffic. There is little doubt 
but that the decision in Washington will be a tough one once the 
election is over if Mr. Nixon stays on at the White House. 


But there still is the dispute over ancestry. Some Irish claim 


that Mr. Nixon picked the wrong Timahoe - the one is County 
Laois instead of Timahoe, County Kildare - on his short trip. 
Even more worrisome is the claim of a Terence O'Neill of County 
Antrim in the North. As vice president, Mr. Nixon wrote to Mr. 
O'Neill, according to the latter, acknowledging that his father's 
family did indeed come from Dumfries in the North before 
emigrating to the United States and that his mother's family 
"were Protestants from the South of Ireland." 


Maybe this is ecumemcalism but considering the current 


troubles in the North, another Scotch-Irish President of the 
United States is not likely to be accepted as one of their own by 
the Irish in the Republic. Irish-Americans, generally unrealis- 
tically romantic about the ould sod, may be easier to convince 
about the authenticity of President Nixon's Celtic credentials. 


Afonemenf for Munich 


There is no way to justify the terrorist action at Munich. But 


for terrorists, it may have made a point. 


In all, 16 people died. The attention of all parts of the world 


where newspapers, radio or television reach was centered on the 
German city, on the Olympic Games, on the indecisions over 
reaction. 


There were several hundred innocent people, including 


babies, killed at My Lai and nearby villages and only after 
months did the details seep out. How many hundreds of 
thousands have been killed or mutilated, sometimes acciden- 
tally, sometimes on purpose, sometimes at least indirectly to try 
to force a political solution in Indochina alone may never be 
known. 


And there are the sniping victims in Northern Ireland, the 


Brazilian Indians exposed to disease and misery, the political 
prisoners tortured in Argentina, the raped girl children in 
Bangladesh, the starving youngsters in Afghanistan, victims of 
perverted police or sick strangers around the world. How many 
columns on the front pages did such hideous events rate? 


It is only by acknowledging that mankind is still subject to 


such atrocities and such atrocious behavior that any possible 
atonement can be made for the Munich tragedy. 


Iceland loses fishing claim 


The "cod war" may bring chuckles from most of the people 


who even know about the dispute over Iceland's claim of a 
50-mile territorial waters limit. But in the long run the issue is of 
great importance. 


The International Court of Justice has ruled against the 


Iceland claim and trawlers of other nations, especially England 
West Germany and Denmark, have been moving into the 
disputed area to cast their nets. Iceland's attempt to keep the 
waters for Iceland fishing exclusively was obviously based on 
economic considerations. It is similar to the 200-mile limit claim 
on Ecquador, Peru and Chile. None of the nations are remotely 
capable of taking on a major world power in a shooting dispute. 
It is American tacit cooperation that permits Peru to haul in 
American fishing trawlers and levy heavy fines which are paid 
by the United States government. It has become a form of 
foreign aid which European nations are not likely to adopt in the 
case" of Iceland. 


But in a wider sense the situation is serious. Conservationists 


have been viewing with alarm for years the increased depletion 
of fish and other creatures of the sea from pollution and 
overfishing. Mediation attempts have been made so as to cut 
back gradually on limits and not destroy economic livelihoods in 
a hurry. But such moves must be made. The industries are not 
likely to cut back on their own. Individual governments also are 
under considerable pressure. 


Clearly this is an international matter. But currently there 


seems little progress toward real agreement about the careful 
use of the fruits of the sea or the less important issue of how 
much belongs to individual nations.

Ethnic oversights were unintended 


MADISON -It was inevitable, perhaps, and a 


more cautious scrivener would have realized it, 
that when writing about the heterogeneous 
composition of the state population, some of 
the distinguished and distinct of the immigrant 
strains were omitted, not through intent, but 
under pressure of space. 


Now come the reminders, most of them 


gentle and good-humored, of which the amica- 
ble letter of Mrs. Marie Prisland of Sheboygan, 
an officer of the Slovenian Women's Union of 
America, is "an example. 


I missed the Slovenians, the lady remons- 


trates politely, and asks leave to relate some 
details about them. There are about 40,000 
Wisconsin residents of Slovenian descent in the 
Milwaukee metropolitan area, more than 3,000 
in the neighborhood of Sheboygan, smaller 
groups elsewhere in industrial as well as farm- 
ing communities, most of them with parish 
schools, fraternal and educational societies, 
singing and dramatic groups concerned about 
the preservation of their unique folk culture, I 
am informed. 


Unintended oversight 


Mrs. Prisland is herewith thanked, with cor- 


diality, and other ethnic strains in the popula- 
tion are asked for forgiveness for an apparent 
but unintended oversight. 


The incident prompted reminiscence and I 


recalled the pleasurable surprise, in a freshman 
classroom at college long ago, when a student 
in the next seat looked at my name and asked if 
it represented Dutch ancestry. Indeed it did, he 
was told, whereupon he related that he was the 
grandson of an immigrant from South Africa, a 
Boer, who of course was the descendant of 
Dutch emigrants a couple of centuries earlier. 


One of the most amicable colleagues among 


scores on the statehouse news beat over a 
considerable period was a first generation 
American of Portuguese descent. 


One of the romantic communities in this 


state and strangely little known is the tiny 
settlement on Washington Island in Lake 
Michigan which descended from Icelandic im- 
migrants. There are Lithauanians, Latvians and 
Ukrainians among my circle of acquaintances. 


Recalls white Russian 


One of the most hospitable and entertaining 


of the innkeepers, and his wife, in upper Wis- 
consin during my early-vacation experiences 
there, were immigrants from Russia of the 
White persuasion. He was the only man I have 
ever known who could lay claim to combat 
experience against the Bolsheviks in the Rus- 
sian revolution. 


Listening to his endless narrative of his 


adventures in the retreating White Russian 
army across thousands of miles, with ultimate 
refuge in ancient Constantinople, was unfor- 
gettable. 


Wisconsin has several small settlements of 


Armenians, Christian Lebanese and Syrians. 
One of the best friends of my youth in Madison 
was a Filipino. A major Wisconsin politician of 
a few years ago always described his ancestry 
as Corsican. 


The variety of ethnic origins here is endless, 


and pointless, which was the conviction that 
led to the essay about candidate Sargent 
Shriver's appeal to "minorities" in his vice 
presidential nomination acceptance. 


In my home town there were men who would 


be classified as poor, in the literal sense. But 
they never knew it. The reality is that the true 
"minorities" in many instances are quite 
unaware that the word is intended to embrace 
them. 


Politicians generally talk about the major 


minorities, as they might be called. That 
somehow seems to defy the idea of assimilation, 
at least to a Wisconsin ear. Theirs is not small 
"d" democratic idealism, but an overt appeal to 
racial sensibilities, old world nationalism and 
sectarianism and it appears to be intensifying 
rather than diminishing. End of sermon.

'Abstract' painting 
became ventilator 


I got a big chuckle out of that New 


Yorker cartoon depicting an art 
museum director watching some pa- 
trons admire an "abstract" painting. 
The director turned to his assistant and 
whispered, "I haven't got the heart to 
tell them they're looking at the ven- 
tilator." 


It often happens, that in our mad 


pursuit of culture, we wind up admiring 
ventilators instead of real paintings. 
The tenacious human mind likes to find 
significance where there really is none, 
as in so much of modern poetry. 


An amusing example of this sort of 


thing happened at the important Carls- 
bad chess tournament of 1907. A player 
named Cohn won a brilliancy prize for 
"a beautiful combination starting from 
an extraordinarily profound pawn 
sacrifice." 


After the game, Cohn confessed that 


he hadn't intended to sacrifice the 
pawn at all -he merely lost it through 
carelessness. From then on, he had to 
play way over his head to win the game. 
The fact that he won it had nothing to 
do with the "brilliant combination." 


During the febrile 1920s, one of the 


leaders of the avant-garde poetry 
movement was Hart Crane, whose 
"greatest" work is a poem called "The 
Bridge." Yet I have never met anyone 
who could explain what the poem was 
about, and I doubt whether Crane him- 
self could. It is the most damned 


mixed-up hunk of syntax in the English 
language. 


Unfortunately, most poets are not so 


honest as Robert Browning, who, when 
asked what a certain poem of his 
meant, gave the classic reply: "Madam, 
when I wrote it, only God and I knew 
what it meant. Now only God knows." 


It has been lying heavily on my 


conscience for the past 15 years, but I 
must confess to an imposture of this 
sort. I once wrote a long poem and 
submitted it to Harriet Monroe, the 
high priestess of the poetry movement, 
whose magazine Poetry, was to litera- 
ture what making the Rose Bowl game 
is to a football team. I made the 
magazine, which devoted three whole 
pages to the poem - and to this day, I 
don't know what the poem is about. It 


Poetry magazine did, and I suppose 


still does, publish some wonderful new 
stuff, but the prercentage of fakery is 
any art-form is appalingly high" It 
wouldn't hurt to check those ventila- 
tors before we start gushing.

Use the pros in 
Olympic contests 


The venerable Mr. Avery Brundage 


will now retire after a very long 
stewardship, and the moment is oppor- 
tune to rescue the Olympic Games from 
hypocrisy. 


They suffer, as things now stand, 


from how they exclude, and how they 
include. 


In recent years, South Africa has 


been excluded and, on the eve of the 
games in Munich, the state of Rhodesia. 
The Rhodesian exclusion was en- 
gineered by a gaggle of neighboring 
states, under the general protection of 
the Soviet Union, who insisted that 
Rhodesia's internal policies are incon- 
sistent with the ideals of Olympia. That 
is indisputably true, but then so are the 
internal policies of virtually every 
country in the world. As between 
Rhodesia and, say, Ethopia -which was

in

for 


exclusion - who is to express 
preference 
on

democratic practices? 


Doesn't eject oppressed 


The racism built into the Rhodesian 


constitution 
is 
unquestionably 


deplorable, but unlike Uganda -which 
called for Rhodesia's ouster -Rhodesia 
does not physically eject the oppressed 
race. And in any case, the whole idea of 
objecting to the participation of any 
nation in a sports contest that admits 
the Soviet Union and its satellites is 
morally and intellectually contempti- 
ble. It deserves that special disdain 
earned by the moral bully who never 
breathes a word of criticism of the man 
who is as strong or stronger than he is. 


And then there is the vexed question 


of professionalism. The standard is 
quite explicitly set down in the Olympic 
definition, to wit: "An amateur is one 
who participates and always has par- 
ticipated in sport solely for pleasure, 
.and to whom participation in sport is 
nothing more than recreation without 
material gain direct or indirect 
" 


Now there are American athletes 


who will clearly profit, indirectly, from 
their showing in the Olympics. But 
their transgressions against the code 
are venial when compared, for ins- 
tance, with the Olympic regimen of 
Soviet athletes. Soviet athletes are 
about as amateur as Joe DiMaggio, 
Richard Nixon, and Zsa Zsa Gabor. The 
ladies and gentlemen from Russia who 
went to Munich "solely for pleasure" 
are hard, professional athletes har- 
nessed by the state, leashed to the state, 
rewarded and punished by the state! 
and to pretend that it is otherwise is less 
to indulge the impostors, than to 
dishonor ourselves for conniving at 
imposture. 


Eliminate amateurism 


On the other hand, it is not easy to 


draw the line between amateur and pro, 
and this probably is one of the cases 
where it is better to eliminate the line 
altogether than to try to limn it. Ac- 
cordingly the next Olympic czar should 
initiate a reform of the Olympics, 
opening them up to sportsmen in 
whatever category. In many sports it 
will rot make much difference. There 
are no professional discus throwers, 
after all. Primarily it would make a 
difference in sports that attract paying 
spectators - sports like hockey and 
basketball and soccer. I noted that the 
Russians beat 
the Americans in 


basketball for the first time, by the 
applicable use of the long count. I look 
forward to the day when, in basketball, 
the Soviets put up their professionals 
(the same team they sent to Munich) 
against the Harlem Globetrotters. They 
can monkey with the watch any way 
they want, and we'll still win. 


As for participation in the sport, the 


line is as difficult to draw as the ama- 
teur's line, and the only thing to do is 
sensibly to universalize participation in 
it: no exclusions. Any de facto govern- 
ment of a territory whose athletes 
otherwise qualify should be permitted 
to bring a team to Montreal. 


Although it is unlikely that there is 


anything that could be done that would 
totally depoliticalize the Olympics - 
anything in that direction would help. 
Help, for instance, in reducing the 
public temptation to commit indigni- 
ties, like those of the two American 
runners who 
self-consciously 
soft 


shoed their way through the Star 
Spangled Banner. And in reducing the 
temptation to such horrors as the kid- 
napping of the Israeli team. 


That resulted not only in the death of 


the hostages, but in the appallingly 
stupid and cruel retaliation by the 
government of Israel against stray 
women and children as unrelated to the 
terrorists, for all that we know of the 
matter, as Golda Meir is to the 
Merchant of Venice. No doubt, in a 
higher political age, efforts will con- 
tinue to politicize the Olympics. But at 
least the governors of the event should 
make it difficult for the polemical op- 
portunists, by stripping the Olympics of 
the hypocrisies that attract ideological 
vultures in to make their grisly points.

Brazil as an International Fellowship 
Service Program (IFS) deleeate has left 
a New London girl with a lasting 
memory of a very "friendly, trusting 
people." 


Mary Jo Schmidt, daughter of Mr. 


and Mrs. Art Schmidt, 910 Algoma St., 
said the people are very friendly. And 
the friendliness wears off on the tourist, 
so "you trust people more," she said. 


During her two-month visit, which 


was funded by the local United Fund 
and her parents, she lived with the 
Pereira da Salva family in Rio de 
Janeiro. The father sold German elec- 
tronic equipment, the mother was 
studying law, one IFS sister and a 
brother were studying to be doctors, 
and another sister also was studying 
law. 


Tours and side trips gave her a 


chance to see most of Brazil, including 
large and small cities and the coun- 
tryside. 


"The country is different from what 


you would imagine," she said. "It's not 
as different from the United States as 
everyone expects." 


Few differences 


Except for the speaking of Por- 


tuguese, she noticed few differences. 


Customs often feel "different at 


first," she said, "but you get used to it." 
Brazilians kiss each other on the 
cheeks, she noted, instead of the tradi- 
tional American handshake. 


When 
an 
American 
meets

Brazilian, she said, "They don't know if 
you're going to kiss them or shake their 
hand. It's different at first, but you get 
used to it." 


Parties, Miss Schmidt said, often 


don't start until 10 or 11 p.m., and go 
until 4 or 5 a.m. 
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She said the Brazilians are "very 


much so" for Democratic presidential 
hopeful 
George McGovern. The 


television news, she said "skipped 
over" the Eagleton affair. The entire 
news about the change from Eagleton 
to Shriver was "hushed up." 


Tennis, jockey, yacht, navy and 


country clubs provide entertainment, 
Miss Schmidt added, and there are also 
nightclubs in the larger cities. 


But one habit that struck her as 


unusual was the Brazilians frequent 
choice of home entertainment - "soap 
operas." Entire families watch the 
serials, she said, "and when you go to 
school the next day, everyone's talking 
about them." 


She liked Rio, where the people "take 


it easy," but she "didn't like San Paulo 
at all," she said. The highly indus- 
trialized city wasn't as nice as Rio. 


The country's capital, Brazilia, is "too 


planned." She said there are separate 
sections for each type of buildings - 
residential, government, commercial, 
and industrial, "and it looks like it's 
built from a plan." 


She didn't like the planned at- 


mosphere, but added that "it's beau- 
tiful, you have to give them credit for 
that." 


She had taken courses in high school 


Spanish, and it helped her learn Por- 
tuguese, she said. 


"But the main thing I will remember 


is meeting the people - the Brazilians, 
and the American kids that went down 
with us," she said. 


The trip, she said, helped her learn to 


be more outgoing as an individual. It 
also helped her "learn to accept people 
more for what they are -you learn not 
to get worked up over the little things." 


And, 
she added, the trip taught her 


patience. "When somebody's talking to 
you in Portuguese, and you don't un- 
derstand it, you have to be patient."

George McGovern among the 
white ethnic working class of Mayor 
Richard J. Daley's Chicago, showing no 
sign of reversal, threatens a massive 
landslide for President Nixon in vitally 
important Illinois. 


Our interviews with 61 registered 


voters (31 Democrats, 20 independents, 
10 Republicans) in two barometer blue- 
collar precincts on Chicago's mid 
Southwest Side defy belief. In answer 
to a questionnaire drafted for us by 
pollster Oliver Quayle, these were the 
astonishing 
results 
Nixon 
47, 


McGovern 8, undecided 6. 


These voters, though less than 


pleased with Nixon's performance on 
Vietnam and the economy, simply can- 
not entertain the thought of George 
McGovern as President. Instead of 
rallying, McGovern seems to be still 
dropping. "I kind of liked him when he 
was speaking his mind," a young sales- 
"but now he's 
wishy-was 


Such portents of disaster come from 


two precincts (selected for us by elec- 
tions analyst Richard Scammon) whose 
voters are overwhelmingly white eth- 
nic Catholics and preponderantly 
Democrats and labor union members. 
Moreover, they have recently proved a 
barometer of the entire state —having 
been carried narrowly by President 
Nixon in 1968 and overwhelmingly by 
Democratic Sen. Adlai Stevenson III in 
1970 


Some Nixon voters here, however, 


may be a little shaky. Nearly half his 
supporters in these blue-collar neigh- 
borhoods feel he favors big business 
over the working man, about half 


disapprove of bombing North Vietnam 
and many complain he has not ended 
the war as promised. 


Nevertheless, Nixon is decidedly the 


lesser evil to them. A retired machinist 
who is a lifelong Democrat grumbled 
that the Nixon economic controls favor 
big business. "But McGovern gave 
Daley awful rough treatment at the 
convention," he added, "and I don't like 
that business of begging for peace." His 
choice: Nixon. 


Although a few voters still claim they 


know little about McGovern, the 
majority now have an image of him - 
an unfavorable one, particularly after 
the Eagleton affair 


Stick with him 


A young teacher told us McGovern 


"nearly lost my vote" because of his 
"poor move on Eagleton," but he 
decided to stick with him because of the 
war. McGovern did lose the vote of a 
19-year-old factory worker who said he 
just switched to Nixon- "The thing that 
really turned me off was the way 
McGovern treated his first 
vice 


president. He didn't level with him." 


The result is a crisis in credibility 


While McGovern argues that Nixon 
cannot be believed, the voters inter- 
viewed think otherwise. We tested 
their trust in eight candidates on this 
year's Illinois ballot with surprising 
results. Most trustworthy: Richard 
Nixon. Least 
trustworthy. George 


McGovern. 


Indeed, these voters obviously think 


Nixon has performed satisfactorily as 
President, giving him a 78 per cent 
performance rating -easily the highest 
given him in any interviews we have 
conducted the last four years. 


The reasons stated for their approval 


are that Nixon has tried and, at least in 
foreign affairs, has succeeded. While 
apprehensive about Nixon's Vietnam 
and economic policies, a union plumber 
supported him because of "those trips 
he took around the world." 


.Simultaneously, McGovern's mas- 


sive attack on the Watergate caper and 
fishy Republican campaign financing 
has flopped. None but a few hard-core 
McGovern voters«took any credence in 
these charges. 


Nor can McGovern rely on inbred 


Democratic loyalty. Some voters 
voiced intense irritation with the 
Democratic party and the failure of 
Mayor Daley's Democratic precinct 
captains to improve municipal services 
as in olden days. Dan Walker, 
Democratic nominee for governor, is 
much more popular than McGovern in 
these 
precincts 
but 
still 
trails 


Republican Gov. Richard Ogilvie 35 to 
24 (with 2 undecided). 


In his extreme peril in this former 


Democratic stronghold, McGovern 
cannot even clutch reverse coattails.

Here's how to write 
proper job resume 


"I have screened thousands of in- 


coming resumes over the past eight 
years," says Sylvia Lustig of the New 
York executive recruiting firm of Fred 
Lustig & Associates, "and it is obvious 
to me that advice on bow to write a 
resume has not reached the public." 


"It would be so much to the advan- 


tage of everyone concerned if job- 
seekers could present themselves, ini- 
tially in writing as they do, in the best 
form possible" -and then she asked for 
my help. 


September is a traditional season for 


job changing - and millions of you 
today are planning to switch jobs as 
soon as you can. In addition, of course, 
the 
millions 
of 
you 
who 
are 


unemployed are eager for any informa- 
tion that will assist you. 


I'll take for granted that you are 


familiar with the fundamentals of 
resume writing: At the start, list your 
name, address, telephone number, date 
of birth, marital status, height and 
weight; include your education, 
honors, military service; name the 
companies you have worked for and 
dates as well as a brief description of 
your duties and responsibilities in each 
position. 


What, then, does Lustig suggest 


that's not so obvious and would 
improve your resume? 


-State your immediate job objective 


in a brief separate paragraph -if it isn't 
clear 
from 
your education 
and 


experience or if you wish to change the 
direction of your career. 


-Pencil in on your resume or include 


in a covering letter your salary or 
salary requirements so that a recruiting 
firm or prospective employer doesn't 
waste your time or theirs by inviting 
you to come in and discuss a job that's 
either way below your requirements or 
far too high. "Don't imagine that if you 
leave it out," says Lustig, "that you 
may have a chance to double your 
present salary." 


Georgraphical preferences 


- Make it clear in an accompanying 


letter why you're looking for another 
job now —for instance, no opportunity 
for advancement; or, my company is 
relocating and I don't wish to move; or, 
I've been doing consulting work but 
want to get back into industry; or, my 
present job requires that I travel 80 per 
cent of the time and I want to spend 
more time with my family; or, I'm 
looking for a better job, etc. And men- 
tion any geographical preferences or 
limitations you may have. 


- Don't overdo on the information 


you include - for example, don't 
include such information as your 


spouse's name and education, your 
father's job, the names and ages of your 
children, your college fraternity, the 
fact that your health is "superb." 


-Don't go to the extra and unneces- 


sary expense of having your resume 
bound in a fancy cover or mailed in an 
oversized envelope. Just mail a copy in 
the usual business-size envelope. Don't 
be too original in the way you present 
your background either. Heading up 
your resume with a phrase like "Man 
Wanted" with your picture under- 
neath, says Lustig, will "only assure 
you a negative type of interest." And 
don't include references. You'll be 
asked for them at the proper time. 


- Be exceedingly careful about 


typographical errors and misspellings 
in your original resume before you have 
it duplicated. These errors will serve as 
distractions. 


- Include all dates in your resume. 


Although the law forbids discrimina- 
tion because of age, omitting dates will 
give the impression that you're afraid 
to indicate how old you are. "That's no 
way to instill confidence in others in 
your continuing abilities." 


-Omit references to your hobbies: As 


an illustration, listening to rock music, 
gardening, scuba diving, etc. Omit 
descriptions of your personality, such 
as "I get along well with people," or any 
cute phrases, such as "happily single." 
Also, there is absolutely no need for a 
comprehensive autobiography in a 
resume. Lustig suggests too that you 
don't include your picture (although I 
have heard the oppositive advice on 
this). 


-And a final key point which really is 


implicit in many of the above points: 
Limit the length of your resume to one 
or two pages -definitely no more than 
three - so that it doesn't necessitate 
extensive reading. Save the additional 
details for your initial interview, which 
will be arranged if your qualifications 
appear to make you a likely candidate 
for a position.

sanitary sewers from Canal to Des- 
noyer streets in the major north side 
business area. Crews are placing pipe 
and backfilling as they progress in an 
attempt to keep as much parking space 
as possible available at all times. An 
attempt is being made to plan work so 
no more than 100 feet of parking space 
is lost at one time. 


Plastic pipe is being used on the

Massive fraud charged 
in farm labor initiative

SACRAMENTO, Calif. (AP) - 


Charging massive fraud and forgery, 
California's top election official has 
gone to court to eliminate a con- 
troversial farm labor control initiative 
from the Nov. 7 ballot. 


"To the best of my knowledge, this 


is the worst case -of election fraud to 
ever be uncovered in California," 
Secretary of State Edmund G. Brown 
Jr. said Thursday in announcing the 
lawsuit. 


"We have uncovered evidence that 


supporters of Prop. 22 misrepresented 
the initiative while circulating petit- 
ions to place it .on the ballot, con- 
cealed the attorney general's official 
summary of the measure and even 
forged signatures on the petitions," he 
said. 


The proposition would allow 


growers to obtain injunctions against 
harvest-time strikes, would severely 
curb the use of consumer boycotts of 
produce from struck farms and would 
guarantee farm laborers the right to 
organize in unions and conduct secret 
organizing elections. 


Spokesmen for supporters of the 


i n i t i a t i v e called t h e charges 
••unproven" and said they were raised 
by "liberal politicians running for 
ott'ice." 


Reputable firm 


"The signatures were gathered^ by 


a reputable firm employed by the Fair 
Labor Practices Committee," said 
K x e c u t i v e Vice President O.W. 
Fillerup of the California Council of 
Growers, a leading supporter of the 
initiative. 


"A spokesman for that committee 


lias staled there was no wrongdoing 


in gathering the signatures. The only 
people making this unproven charge 
seem to be.liberal politicians running 
for office and opponents of the 
measure." Fillerup said. 


The suit, filed in Sacramento 


County Superior Court, asks that all 
58 county clerks in California be 
ordered to omit the farm labor init- 
iative from the ballot because sig- 
natures "were unlawfully obtained by 
m e a n s of f r a u d on a s c a l e 
unprecedented in the history of 
California." 


Advance date 


A hearing was scheduled for Oct. 


12 before Judge William M. Gallagher, 
but Brown said he hopes to have that 
date moved up because some counties 
had planned to start printing ballots 
'"within a few days." 


Brown, a Democrat considered a 


likely candidate for governor in 1974, 
said district attorneys in several 
counties have confirmed through 
handwriting analysis that many sig- 
natures are forgeries — "in many cases 
one person signing for other members 
of a family and in other cases 
someone signing for a nonfamily 
member." 


The lawsuit charges that more than 


63,036 signatures on Prop. 22 petitions 
"were obtained as a result of 
fraudulent and misleading represen- 
tations made to the signers." Sub- 
tracting that number of signatures 
from the 388.540 total certified to his 
.office would drop the signatures 
below the 325,504 required to qualify 
the petition for a spot on the ballot, 
Brown said.

Bremer contact denied 


MILWAUKEE (AP) -War protester 


Michael D. Cullen has denied a report 
he conversed with Arthur H. Bremer 
prior to ihe May 15 wounding of 
Alabama Gov.

during a Washington news conference 
with that of Bremer, a Milwaukee 
busboy convicted of shooting Wallace 
during a campaign rally in Laurel, Md. 


Magazine writer Alan Stang, ap- 


peaimg at the news conference with 
American party presidential candidate 
John G. Schmitz, said Bremer had 
attended 
leftist 
meetings 
in Mil- 


waukee. 


"The meetings took place in1 July, 


1971. and George Wallace was one of 
the subjects Cullen and Bremer 
i-civered," Stang said.. 


A 'lederal agent" is the source of 


the information, Stang said. 


Cullen served 10 months in federal 


prison for his role in the 1968 "Mil- 
waukee 14" burning of draft records 
taken from a Selective Service office. 


Cullen said he was "shocked to 


hear" of Stang's remarks He said he 
never heard of Bremer prior to the 
May 15 shooting. 


The former Irish seminarian added 


he had never even known anyone 
who knew Bremer. 


Cullen, 30, is a former Marquette 


University student and a former 
director of a MexicanAmerican 
community center. 


Schmitz accused the Nixon ad- 


ministration of concealing data about 
the Wallace shooting, saying there is 
evidence Bremer had been seen with 
revolutionaries prior to the incident. 


3.000 letters and signed statements 
from citizens who say they signed 
petitions to place Prop. 22 on the 
ballot under false pretenses," Brown 
said. He said the letter-writers claimed 
they were told the initiative would 
establish a minimum wage for farm 
workers and was supported by Cesar 
Chavez, leader of the AFL-CIO United 
Farmworkers Union. 
."In fact, the measure would not 
establish a minimum wage and is 
strongly opposed by Chavez." Brown 
said. 


Chavez has said the initiative's 


provisions requiring secret union 
elections and outlawing boycotts and 
harvest strikes would destroy his 
union. Chavez used boycott and strike 
tactics in winning contracts with table 
grape and lettuce growers. 


Brown also said petitoners in Los 


Angeles covered up the official 
description of the initiative - which 
appears at the top of every petition 
page - with a pink card saying "Sign 
this petition." 


District attorneys in 10 counties are 


investigating whether c r i m i n a l 
charges can be brought, and inves- 
tigations of possible petition fraud are 
being pursued in other counties 
Brown said. He said the 10 counties 
are San Francisco, Los Angeles, Kern, 
Alameda, Fresno, Orange, San Diego! 
San Bernardino, Santa Clara and San 
Mateo. 


Brown said the San Francisco firm 


of Alan Blanchard and Associates, one 
of several California companies 
specializing in initiative petition 
campaigns, was paid some $200.000 in 
the Prop. 22 campaign. 


Michael Gravelle, coordinator of the 


Fair Labor Practices Committee 
which organized the Prop. 22 effort 
said: 


"The Fair Labor Practices Com- 


mittee deplores fraud under all cir- 
cumstances and the committee did 
not defraud, support a fraud, or 
perpetrate a fraud in any way, state 
or form upon the electorate of 
California. In fact, we originally 
welcomed the investigation and feel 
that now that the secretary of state 
has brought suit the courts will 
exonerate us."

True, false bombing reports filed 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A Senate 


probe has been told that someone in 
t h e 7 t h A i r Force f i l e d d u a l 
reports-one true, one false-about 
pre-planned air strikes against North 
Vietnam. 


Sgt. Lonnie Franks told the Senate 


Armed Services Committee Thursday 
that the false reports were widely 
circulated, but that, as nearly as he 
could determine, the true account 
went only to "individuals" at 7th Air 
Force headquarters. 


Franks, whose letter to a senator 


prompted the committee's closed-door 
inquiry, was assigned at the time to 
an intelligence job with the 342nd 
Reconnaissance Wing at Udorn, 
Thailand. 


Franks told newsmen he didn't 


know whether the reports reached 
any officers ranking higher than Gen. 
John D. Lavelle, the 7th Air Force 
commander relieved of duties after 
disclosure of the strikes. 


In order for the raids to be excused 


as "protective-reaction" strikes under 
the air-war rules, reports had to show 
that the pilots had been fired upon 
or locked in on by enemy missile 
radar. 


In the reports he was told by 


superiors to falsify beginning last Jan. 
25, Franks said, he wrote of ground 
fire when there had been none. 


Gen. Creighton W. Abrams, whose 


nomination as Army chief of staff has 
been held up by the Lavelle inquiry, 
reportedly has testified he was 
unaware of the exact nature oi the 
raids. 


Several committee members have 


expressed the opinion that Lavelle 
stretched the ground rules to allow 
the step-up in raids. 


Franks'- immediate superior, Capt. 


Douglas Murphy, and former wing 
commander, Col. Charles Gabriel, 
were scheduled to testify today. 


Franks said that, as far as he could 


determine, the only clue that someone 
beyond the 7th Air Force could have 
had as to what was going on, from 
reading the false reports, was that 
"the number of missions increased 
fantastically." 


Twenty-eight of the raids took place 


from November to March, before the 
intensified bombing of North Vietnam 
was ordered by the White House, and 
also at the time presidential adviser 
Henry Kissinger was conferring with 
North Vietnamese representatives in 
Paris. 


Sen. Harold Hughes, D-Iowa, 


quoted Abrams as telling the com- 
mittee he had received no instructions 
to step up the raids. 


But, Hughes said, the fighterbomber 


commands "were encouraged to be 


more aggressive under e x i s t i n g 
orders." 


"There were pre-planned strikes 


and falsification of reports," Hughes 
said "In the 7th Air Force there was 
knowledge from top to bottom. 
Something is drastically wrong when 
the entire command assists in fal- 
sifying reports." 


Hughes would not involve Abrams, 


Lavelle's superior at the time, but 
unlike several other senators, he said 
he would not be ready to vote on 
Abram's nomination until after a 
complete examination of 
the 
in- 


cidents. 


The Air Force investigation, the 


f i r i n g of Lavelle, the e v e n t u a l 
publicity of the maneuvers, and the 
inquiry itself stemmed from the letter 
Hughes received from Franks, 23, of 
Cedar Rapids, Iowa.
